Eight eli'ftiotm IncludiuK the pri- 
maries will be held In the tftate of 
Illinois in 192i<, according to the an 
nual etecllou calendar which has 
Juat been prepared by Secretary of 
State Emmerson. Interest centers 
on the statewide primary election to 
he held on April 10, and the general 
Flection November S, 192R. Among 
the officers to Iw nominated next 
April are Roremor, lieutenant-gover- 
nor, secretary of atate, auditor, at- 
torney general, (wo cnngreasnien-at- 
large, one representative In each nf 
the twenty-five districts of the state, 
senators In (he even-numbered dis- 
tricts and the three members of the 
general aHHi'tiibly In each senatorial 
district. 

Primary day will also bring about 
the »ele«'tlrin of two delegates and 
alternate delegates from each con- 
gressional district to (he iiadonnl 
nominating conventions; state sena- 
torial and precinct committeemen, 
and in addition voters will express 
themselves with respect to candi- 
dates tor president.

Increase In valuation was largely 
due to the large number of lota 
which have been added to (he tax 
lists alnce the 1823 quadrennial aa- 
Bessmenta. 16,62!) lots were added 
as compared to an increase In lot 
valuation of 110,477,320. 

The board of review allowed a de- 
crease of $23.2.'Vu on requests for 
revaluation of lands, and 124,970 on 
lots, but Jumped peraooal property 
♦70.14!), making a total Increase nt 
121, S45 on cases brought to Ita at- 
tention.

Hlinink 4,1)99 acres. This leaves a 
total nf .'17.950 acres of lands listed 
as (arm properly which amount In- 
<'lude<< a number of huge estates 
I alonn the north shore. 

ThH apparent large Increase in 
I viiluaiion thlH year as compared to 
! 192S Is explicable as last year's 
I values were based on the figures of 
1923 whereas this is the year for the 
qiiadrenial revaluation of land re- 
quired by law. 

{ This year's values are baited on 
i full valuation, as opjiosed lo listinga 
of previous yeari^ which have been 
based on Bssessed value which waa 
half the full value. This system does 
not raise taxes as the rale Is cu( In 
half.

Dur tng the past feKt, Natimial 
Headquarters estimated that the Red 
Cross assisted veterans and service 
men with cases Involving total awards 
of 155$, Csl. for dlHiibiilty and death 
conipcnftttton, revival of Insurance, 
adjusted compensation, penilona, 
medical and burial reimbursements, 
etc. 

Red Cross representatives are an 
duly with the Army and Navy both 
In home and foreli-'n garrisons, and 
contact Is malnialned In the hoKpilali 
and other centers where assistance to 
these men and women may he needed. 
Such Red Crops servii-e, it Is empha- 
siied, covers only the fields where 
regular governmental provisions do 
not apply, and is designed to sup- 
plement these benefits of the Govern- 
ment. 

It was emphasized that thli par- 
ticular activity of the Red Cross it 
one of the strongest appeals for the 
Iticrenseil mi'mbershlp, which will be 
asked of the country during the 
annual enrollment from November 11 
to 24.

Greatest Disaster of History but 

One of 11 1 Operations in 

Year of Calamity. 



Tornadoes headed the list of dliti- 
tert which itruck the United SUtet 
In the past year, Ihe report of Red 
Cross relief operallont for Ihe year 
ending June S«, showing 19 great 
■tormi. Floodt were tecond on the 
lltl. 14 being recorded for the tame 
period. 

This record does not Include the 
Bt, Ijoult tornado which occurred In 
Ihe current fiscal year, at did a num- 
ber of oihtr ttorma and ditattera 
eince, lo which the Red Croti provid- 
ed relief. 

Included In ihe list of 111 dltatten 
covered by Ihe record of the patt 
year's relief operatlnna of the Red 
Cross, are earthquakes, explosions. 
mlhe disasters, a rloudburti. a ball- 
storm, flret. floods, hurricanes, a rail- 
road wreck, a scarlet fever epldemta, 
typhoid epidemic, lornadoei, and t 
typhoon. The latter occurred In the 
Philippines, but Is Included in the 
opernilons al home. In all. the Red 
Cross extended Its services In 77 ma- 
jor disasters In the I'nlted Slates and 
in 20 abroad, Ini hiding a hurricane 
over Havana, Cuba, and the Isle of 
Hnes. one In Ihe Bahamas, and oth- 
ers through various West Indian re- 
gions, Are m Porin Rico, aiioilier In 
U4.l'l. enrlhquiikfs In Artrjiinja, isnan I 



and Aftanlt, floodt In Jugo Slirtt 
and Mexico. 

The orjtnliallon conducted rofuge* 
relief operationt In Byria, BulgarU 
and China, the latter largtlf dut t» 
factional wart fought over varlotii 
ptrtt of China the paat year.

Aided by thla 
fund It fed, clothed, iheltered or otb- 
erwite assisted more than 100,000 ho- 
man beings, fed and cared for ap- 
proximately lOO.OOO head of llrettocli 
and esttblished 149 refugee campt. 
The flood inundated approximately 
!0,0OO atjuare mltet and affected 174 
counties In eight ttatea. Some ISO,- 
000 homeless persona were sheltered 
In Red Crots camps. When lbs emer- 
gency waa at lit height the Red Croti 
was tervlng more than t roillion 
meals a day,

•ult, espechilly jf new corn Is used. 
This iiruclicf of a siulden stnrt with 
lieuvy feeding is lu W discourntred. 
Old corn is n niuili better feed Itiiin 
new corn, but the old corn musi be 
free from inuKilnes.s. 

The best results in fattening sre oh 
mined when ii jrniin nil Ion of oals, 
whest and c rn, is provlrled. A num- 
her of groivers huve tried fiilteiilng 
turkeys by lonlUiini; ihein to itmiill en- 
tlostjres during (lie process, hul with 
very little sucicss, Turkeys conllned 
to a |ien usually will est henrtlly for 
two or three dtiys, but afterwnrds lose 
their apiM'tltes, and, coiiseqnentl.v, be- 
(.'In to h>Me flesh rn|p|dly. tin allowing 
them free rnns,'e at'iiln. Iliey pick up 
raiddly and ure mum eiitInK as lienrtl- 
ly »s ever, which seems lo Indlcnie 
Ihat a I'erliiin Hiii>iiiti| of ranue is nec- 
essary to keep tlieiu In a ROnd. healthy 
condition so thiit Ibey are always 
eager to be ft'd.
